COMMENTS 

The  Prison  Department  was  set  up  in  the  budget  as  a  self-supporting 
activity  and  was  charged  with  all  expenditures  pertaining  thereto,  and  in 
turn  was  credited  with  prison  labor  used  on  highways,  receipts  from  sale 
of  farm  products,  and  the  sale  or  transfer  of  manufactured  products.  The 
allowance  for  prison  labor  used  on  highways  was  based  on  the  rate  of 
seventy  cents  per  day  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  and  eighty 
cents  per  day  for  the  last  six  months.  This  allowance  was  based  on  the 
assumption  that  every  prisoner  physically  able  would  be  used  on  the  high- 
ways, except  those  needed  for  farming  purposes.  Credit  was  also  allowed 
for  prisoners  used  for  custodial  duties  in  the  camps. 

A  deficit  was  incurred  in  Prison  Department  Operations  for  the  year 
in  the  amount  of  $63,604.38,  which  was  transferred  to  the  cost  of  State 
and  County  maintenance. 

The  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  and  support  of  prisoners  was  .4858 
per  day  and  is  summarized  by  the  various  units  as  follows:
